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MFPE Financing 
Should Be Current 


A bill calling for financing of schools 
on a basis of monthly attendance has been 
introduced in the House of Representa- 
tives by the Cobb County delegation. It 
has won immediate support of delega- 
tions from counties whose school popu- 
lations are increasing. 

The measure has merit and should 
pass, with reservations. It would re- 
quire considerable additional administra- 
tive work and would cost more money. 

Similar bills have been introduced at 
several recent sessions of the General 
Assembly. A year ago the lawmakers 
authorized the State Department of Edu- 
cation to change its financing formula 
from an annual to a semiannual basis. 

Counties at present receive state 
school aid based on the previous year’s 
average attendance. Last year’s bill made 
it possible to adjust this to a semi- 
annual accounting. 

The plan has not been activated be- 
cause of the State Department of Edu- 
cation’s plea of lack of funds. It would 
cost several million dollars a year more 
to finance the Minimum Foundation Pro- 
gram on a current basis. 

Whatever action the Legislature and 
state authorities finally take, the system 
today is very unfair. The larger counties 
with growing school enrollments are at 
a disadvantage. 

DeKalb County is a typical example. 
More “than 4,000 new students in its 
school system will receive no state aid 
this year. Almost 8,000 in Atlanta face 
the same situation. The entire 30,000 in- 
crease in enrollment in the state schools 
get no aid. 

The difference, of course, must be 
borne year after year by local tax sources 
while other counties with static school 
enrollments are adequately financed. This 
places the entire burden of enrollment 
increases on local school systems. 

The Minimum Foundation Program 
should be financed on a current basis. 
Whatever funds are available should be 
distributed on a basis of current enroll- 
ments. 

Tax funds should be spent where the 
children are and not where they were 
last year. Surely the Legislature and 
state school authorities can see the justice 
of that position.

Statewide Probation 


Seems To Be Assured 


A bill to set up a statewide probation 
system for Georgia has been approved by 
the House Judiciary Committee and is 
slated for passage by this General As- 
sembly. 

The measure extends the powers of 
the Pardon and Parole Board to include 
probation, It provides for a central super- 
visor in Atlanta and probation officers 
in each of the state’s judicial circuits. 

The cost of such a system will be 
more than made up by the results ob- 
tained. Probation, properly administered, 
will cut down on the population of 
Georgia’s prisons by allowing first of- 
fenders and others whose offenses have 
extenuating circumstances to serve their 
sentences at home and at woftk under 
the jurisdiction of the courts. 

It should cut down the crime rate also, 
for many first offenders become hardened 
criminals under the influence of prison 
associations. 

The state’s pardon and parole board 
has an excellent and nationally recog- 
nized record. It should handle the pro- 
posed probation system with the same in- 
telligence and probity that it has given 
to paroles and pardons. 

Several of Georgia’s larger counties 
have had their own probation systems for 
a number of years and the results ob- 
tained have been splendid. Extension of 
this purely urban privilege to the state 
as a whole is long overdue. It should be 
listed as one of the most constructive 
measures of this or any other adminis- 
tration.

Mr. Dulles Now Seems 
To Be Waking U p, Too 


Secretary of State Dulles, in a state- 
ment issued Wednesday with the approval 
of President Eisenhower, warned the 
country that it must “wake up” to the 
economic and social contest with the So- 
viet Union in which defeat would be 
“disastrous.” The belated conclusion is 
correct. 

Perhaps the most heartening thing 
about the message is the evidence that 
Mr. Dulles himself is beginning to “wake 
up” to the fact that the Soviet Union 
has shifted its cold war emphasis from 
the strictly military to the economic and 
psychological conquest of the so-called 
backward nations. 

“We are in a contest in the field of 
economic development of underdeveloped 
countries which is bitterly competitive,”

the statement said. “Defeat in this con- 
test could be as disastrous as defeat in 
an armaments race.” 

Democratic leaders in Congress have 
had administration foreign policy under 
fire. They have charged that adminis- 
tration of foreign aid has been inept and 
that its use as a club has backfired. 

The greatest failure of the State De- 
partment has been its lack of imagination 
in the use of psychological weapons. In 
this field the Russians now have the ball 
and are running with it. 

We're not winning world opinion to 
our side. We have failed to expose the 
Russians’ phony “peace” drives and their 
equally phony disarmament proposals. 
We have permitted them to usurp our 
place as the champion of small nations. 
All of this has happened while the So- 
viets themselves have continued the path 
of imperialism. 

It is too bad that foreign policy again 
must become a partisan issue during this 
election year—a fact of which the Rus- 
sians are fully aware and for which they 
have set the stage to take full advantage 
thereof. But Mr. Dulles’ failures are cer- 
tainly proper material for partisan debate.

House Should Follow 


State Senate’s Example 


The Georgia State Senate has taken 
a major step without protest toward leg- 
islative reform and operating efficiency. 
The number of standing committees has 
been reduced from 38 to 16 by consoli- 
dating the functions and duties of the 
former number. 

Lt. Gov. Ernest Vandiver, who has 
advocated and led the Senate reorgani- 
zation move, deserves much credit for 
the first such streamlining in a quarter 
of a century. 

In all there were 18 moves approved 
for simplifying Senate procedures. They 
will speed up action and give the sen- 
ators more time to devote to actual leg- 
islation. 

Before the reform, the Senate had 
more standing committees than any state 
in the nation except three. 

The House of Representatives should 
follow the Senate’s example as soon as 
possible. It has the distinction of having 
more committees than any legislative 
body in the country—a total of 63. The 
average size of these committees is 34 
members while the minimum number of 
committee assignments for any member 
is 14. 

It is quite plain that no representa- 
tive can do an efficient job with so many 
committee assignments. And in the ses- 
sions last year, 10 committees had no 
bills referred to them at all. 

The House reportedly is considering 
reforming itself, although not at this 
session. With the example set by the 
Senate, such reform should be easier es- 
pecially in view of the fact that a new 
Legislature will convene next January.

The Job of the Patrol 
Is to Guard the Roads 


Increased appropriations to add to the 
number of state patrolmen seems most 
likely to pass this session of the General 
Assembly. 

Georgia’s toll of road deaths is horri- 
fying and apparently. the best means of 
cutting it is by stepping up law enforce- 
ment. 

Enlarging the patrol is the obvious and 
necessary answer, 

The patrol, however, can be increased 
even more than the 75 new additions 
contemplated. All too many of the present 
force are so involved with local law en- 
forcement problems and acting as strong 
right arms to various sheriffs that the 
enforcement of traffic laws suffers. 

The present law requires patrolmen 
to assist local officers when necessary, 
a provision that certainly is being abused. 
The late lamented Legislative Economy 
Committee recommended that the patrol 
devote its entire effort to highway safety. 

Surely, assisting sheriffs to carry out 
their routine duties is not what the leg- 
islators had in mind when the patrol was 
established. Let’s get them out of the 
courthouses and onto the highways where 
they are so badly needed.

‘The Nation Cannot Atford 
To Ignore Virginia Protest’ 


The other day the people of Virginia by a two-thirds majority, voted 
to change their state constitution rather than be compelled to comply 
with the U.S. Supreme Court’s segregation decision. This, it seems to 
us, is a voice of protest that the rest of the country should not ignore. 


The Virginia protest is note- 
worthy in a number of respects, 
not the least of which is the form 
that it took and the manner in 
which it-was taken. 

What the Virginia people said, 
in effect, is that they will consider 
abolishing their public school sys- 
tem for all practical purposes 
rather than submit to compulsory 
integration. The immediate ques- 
tion was whether to change their 
constitution so as to permit state 
funds to be allocated to private 
schools; the vote authorized the 
calling of a _ state constitutional 
convention for that purpose, This 
would not abolish the state school 
system. But it would permit it to 
be abolished in the extremity. 


As a political act this may not 
seem as extreme as some of the 
other courses of action urged in 
the South since the Supreme 
Court's decision. Even in Virginia 
there has been a strong movement 
for the ‘‘defiance direct’ to the 


_ Supreme Court's order, a declara- 


tion by the Virginia government 
that the court was without power 
to do what it did and that there- 
fore its action was nullified. The 


Constitution crisis that would raise . 


in the nation can be imagined. 


But there is nothing trivial about 
this protest. A community does not 
contemplate the abolition of its 
public school system except under 
great provocation. And it does not 
translate the protest of words into 
the protest of action unless it 
feels the provocation intolerable. 

Nor is. this Virginia protest 
Simply the voice of some rabble- 
rousing demagogues hoisted to 
power upon one suspender. Neither 
the governor nor the legislature, 
as has happened in some places, 


presumed to speak for the citizens; 
they put the question to a refer- 
endum. There was a political cam- 
paign, but there was no passionate 
campaign with the red shirts fly- 
ing. The pre-election days were so 
quiet they were hardly noticed in 
the press of other areas. 


To people in other parts of the 
country this overwhelming vote 
may seem extraordinary. The edu- 
cational and cultural progress of 
the Negro people in the past cen- 
tury has been so great that else- 
where many find it inexplicable 
that anywhere others should see 
an educational or cultural gulf re- 
maining. 

But however difficult for others 
to understand, here is impressive 
testimony that the people who live 
closest to this ancient problem do 
not believe it can be resolved by 
a Supreme Court decree which 
overnight threw down a long line 
of Supreme Court decisions under 
which the separate schools were 
built. 

These people do not say never. 
The South has narrowed the gulf in 
every generation, What they pro- 
test is the insistence that in every 
place and without regard to cir- 
cumstances the whole burden of 
solving the most difficult of social 
and political problems should be 
thrust upon a single generation of 
school children. 

And unless you are to say that 
the entire Commonwealth of Vir- 
ginia is peopled in its majority by 
men of less character, integrity 
and wisdom than the rest of us, 
then it is not a protest to go un- 
heeded. It's a perilous business for 
a nation to thrust by force great 
social changes upon a part of it 
determined to resist, 


They are leaving. That is the 
point. How many risks left under 
former administrations? 

I hear no talk of ‘‘red herrings’’ 
from the White House. 

Being human, the GOP makes 


mistakes. Being sound citizens 
they correct the same. That is 
the point. REALIST.

The name Cabeza de Vaca 
means “head of a cow.” It was 
not at all flattering to him who 
owned up to it. This particular 
Cabeza de Vaca, however, was 
bull-headed. Besides that, he had 
the instincts of a homing pigeon. I 
did a term paper on him once in 
a “Spain in America’ history 
course, 

He got lost from the Ponce de 
Leon safari and found himself 
alone among the Indians. Moving 
from tribe to tribe, he managed 
to work his way. across the Gulf 
Coast and all the way into Mexico 
where he rejoined his own people 
in the Cortez crowd. 


I have no doubt he hitched a 
ride with the Biloxis. 


The next people to come along 
were the French. In 1699 M’sieu 
Pierre le Moyne d'Iberville 
founded a colony at Ocean Springs 
across the bay east of Biloxi. The 
landing strip is marked by a cross 
and a boulder. The name was Fort 
Maurepas. 


A few years later the seat of 
command was moved across the 
bay. Biloxi became the capital of 
the Louisiana Territory and stayed 
that for four years. Then the ar- 
chives and the active command 
were moved on to New Orleans. 

I did not know all that until I 
just now discovered Biloxi. Nor 
did I know that over the city have 
flown the flags of Spain, France, 
England, the West Florida Repub- 
lic, the United States, the Con- 
federate States and then the United 
States again. And, naturally, the 
flag of the great State of Missis- 
sippi. 

I knew of course that near Bi- 
loxi is Keesler Air Force Base 
and that west of town a few miles 
is.

This state- 
ment demonstrates that the Pres- 
ident is not minimizing the factor 
of his physical fitness in the equa- 
tion of whether he should run for a 
second term. He puts it high; he 
puts it openly; he puts it unequiv- 
ocally. Some of the slick politi- 
cians will be tearing their hair be- 
cause Mr. EisenHower has said so 
bluntly that not only have the- doe- 
tors got to affirm that he has re 
covered but that he has got to feel 
that he has every good chance to 
serve another five yeafs should he 
decide to stand. 

3. Mr. Eisenhower is not going 
to resolve any of his doubts on the 
side of running if he tends to feel 
he is not up to it. Furthermore 
he is going to test himself fully 
during the next two months. 

This much can certainly be said: 
Whatever the President decides, he 
is making his decision realistically 
with a three-dimensional view of 
his responsibilities fully before him 
all the time.

There are those among us who can remember the constitutional 
amendment outlawing liquor and the Volstead Act to enforce it 


Absurd and ridiculous and plain 
silly are some of the evasions we 
practice when we don’t like the 
law and the Constitution and the 
Supreme Court. or at least they 
always seem so when we look 
back on them. 


Look what the people of the great 
Commonwealth of Virginia across 
the Potomac River have just done 
by defying the Supreme Court de- 
cision that bans segregation in pub- 
lic schools. 


They voted 2 to 1 in a special 
referendum election for a consti- 
tutional convention to figure out a 
way around the Supreme Court. 
Immediately the General Assem- 
bly convened to adopt a formal 
resolution saying the state would 
not abide by the Supreme Court 
decision and to arrange for elec- 
tion of delegates to a convention 
to amend Virginia’s constitution. 


What they expect to get from the 
Legislature is something strange 
and fantastic to ponder, Under its 
terms if you as a parent don’t 
want your child to go to a public 
school that is non-segregated you 
can collect money from the public 
treasury to help pay the cost of 
sending your child to a private 
school which bars Negro children. 

This ‘“‘interposition’’ movement 
as it is called,-a state “‘inter- 
posing’’ to refuse to do something 
decreed by the national govern- 
ment, is spreading to other states 
in the old Confederacy. It seems 
to be nothing but nullification which 


everybody presumed had ended in 
Virginia in 1865 at Appomattox 
Court House. 

But defiance of the Supreme 
Court is not confined to people, 
like the Southerners in this case. 

It shows itself in powerful eco- 
nomic interests which don’t like Su- 
preme Court decisions sometimes 
and which have been able twice 
in the last few years to get Con- 
gress to undo Supreme Court de- 
cisions. A third such attempt is 
being made right now to get Con- 
gress to nullify a Supreme Court 
decision. 

This is the decision in 1953 hold- 
ing that the Federal Power Com- 
mission is required to regulate pro- 
ducers of natural gas under the 
1938 Natural Gas Act in order to 
protect the public. In a few days 
the Senate will take up a bill to 
exempt such producers from FPC 
regulation and thus nullify the Su- 
preme Court decision. 

But oil, which owns the bulk of 
natural gas reserves, is promoting 
this act of nullification as it did 
the one which involved the famous 
“tidelands oil’ case. 

The Supreme Court held that the 
federal government had paramount 
jurisdiction over offshore lands 
and all contained therein, of which 
oil was the chief concern. But Con- 
gress, prodded by the big oil com- 
panies, passed a law to nullify fed- 
eral control and vest title in off- 


shore lands out to the three-mile 


limit in the states.

A fellow by the name of Theagenes is generally rec- 
ognized as the first prize-fighting champion of the world. 
It will seem strange to you that Theagenes won all of his 
bouts on the seat of his pants, but in the time of his su- 
periority the antagonists fought on a slab of stone in a 
sitting position. 
Nobody ever ran up a string like Theagenes. Jack Dempsey, 
Joe Louis, nobody. He wiped out 1,426 foes without a defeat. It 
js proper to apply the phrase literally, for usually the fight was to 

<a meer the finish in the days of Theagenes. 
yd The fighters used leather mit- 
tens with metal attachments that 
usually rendered an opponent a 
bloody mess. Brass knucks do not 
represent an advancement, rather 
a retrenchment in the art of killing 


Theagenes, as they 
j hailed from Thasos, Greece, and lived 
© around 900 B.C. Next in the line of 
outstanding pugilists was an English- 
_man with the timid name of James 
Figg, who hailed from London and 
never heard of the IBC. He lived only 
a short time, from 1696 to 1734, and 
retired at the age of 34. A smart match- 
maker such as we have today surely 
would have lined up a Bob Satterfield, 
or a Tami Mauriello, or an Ezzard 
Charles for him.

In that short time, however, Figg made a lasting mark on 
his industry. He became known as the father of bare-knuckle 


hting. He became England’s best, and he became so good 
that he fought himself right out of opponents as early as 1719. 
At this time he opened an establishment called “Fige’s Academy 
fér Boxing,” a studio in which he taught the art of bare-knuckle 


fighting. 


‘<The Gap Between Theagenes and Norris 


There is a long stretch between Jim Figg and Jim Norris. 
The stretch between Theagenes and Jim Norris is considerably 
longer. It is obvious that boxing has made civilizing progress in 
fhat time, for there isn't a guy around today who can say he ever 
killed 1,426 men in the ring. No television sponsor would stand 
for it. 

It seems, also, that boxing has made some progress in 

the past few days. Julius Helfand, commissioner of the New 

‘ York Athletic Commission, has decisioned the Boxing Guild of 

New York, a tight, monopolistic little organization that appar- 
ently had the business by the throat. 

A few years ugo Bob Christenbury, a New York hotel man, 
was assigned to do the job. He took olfice with much enthusi- 
asm, both of self and press. Time passed, though, and nothing 
happened. Christenbury didn’t have the iron fist to swing. 

Helfand, who came out of the district attorney’s office, did 
have it and swung it. Even then, however, it couldn’t have come 
off had not Norris, the eyes, ears, nose, throat and heart of big- 
time boxing, swung over to Helfand’s side. In other words, Nor- 
ris ditched the guild. 

From this distance, the whole picture appears a little muddy. 
One day the guild is sworn to fight back. The next day it is in 
surrender. Guys who know a double-cross when they see one say 
they’ve seen one, that Norris doublecrossed the guild. Norris, as 
Arthur Daley reported the other day, is a practical man who has 
definite ideas about money.

‘*Boxing lives in New York or it dies,’’ Norris said. 

It seems, though, that Norris played it cool. He first let Tex 
Sullivan and Willie Gilzenberg, operators of the opposition St. 
Nicholas fight factory, make a trial run to Baltimore. Norris ob- 
served with tight lips while the Maryland governor stepped in and 
threw a haymaker that killed the Baltimore gambit. 

The governor ruled the guild an outlaw in Maryland, and 
Sullivan and Gilzenberg were dead there, too. Now they either 
go back to New York and get right with Julius, or hit the 
road, and there’s no fight money on the road, or any place 
without TV. 

It seems that all the managers who scuttled the guild gave the 
same reason, in one grade of grammar or another. 

‘“‘A guy’s got to eat,’’ they all say. They are a hungry group. 

The IBC fights in New York pay the prelim boys a total of 
$5,200. The semifinalists get a pot of $3,000. The feature artists get 
$4,000. This is not hay. Nowhere else can these pugilists and their 
caretakers get such a return. When Big Jim went, they had to

Beans and Steamed Brown Bread

By JEANNE HIGGINS 
Constitution Food Editor 
cold night in January 
bean supper really comes into its own. 
And there’s no getting around it. Franks 
and steamed brown bread are the partners 
that make this a perfect threesome.

New Englanders, famous for their bean 
suppers, vote for beefsteak. 
The steamed brown bread is cut in 


rather thick slices and lathered with butter. 
It was customary to trim the hard crusts 
of the bread and simmer them in milk or 
cream to be served as a pudding known 
as New England hard-scrabble. 

The beans are always baked in earthen 
pots and were originally baked all day 
Saturday, served fresh for Saturday night, 
warmed over for Sunday breakfast and 
served again for Sunday noontime lunch.
